FinCom head: Free cash isn’t free

Contrary to what some residents are 
saying, there is no surplus of ‘‘free cash” 
to fund teacher raises or to supplement 
the depleted snow removal budget, 
according to Joanne Marden, chairwo- 
man of the Finance Committee. 

‘There is certainly a legitimate case to 
be made for more money for public 
schools or for higher pay for teachers. 
But people don’t realize there are only 
two ways to get the money,” Ms. Marden 
said Friday. 


“One is to increase taxes. Obviously, 


that refers to an override. 


“The other way to get real additional 
money for schools is to cut somewhere 
else in the budget, to eliminate some oth- 


er services provided by the town.” 


Chairwoman Marden is concerned that 
the Andover Education Association and 
many residents have a misconception of 
what “‘free cash” is, and that they falsely 
see it as a bundle of money just waiting to

State Rep. Susan Tucker (D-And- 
over) has some opposition for the 
Nov. 6 state election. Robert Man- 
ning, 21, a senior at the University of 
Lowell and a resident of 9 Longwood 
Drive, has announced he will run 
for her seat. 

A Republican, Mr. Manning said 
he is running because there are a 
number of things he would do differ- 
ently from Rep. Tucker and because 
he has been active politically at the 
college level. 

He said Rep. Tucker voted for in- 
creasing the deeds excise tax and 
for the continuation of implementing 
the universal health bill, both of 
which he opposes. He said no one 
can accurately predict what univer- 
sal health would cost at this point. 

Mr. Manning’s degree at ULowell 
will be in business administration 
with a concentration in economics. 
He has been editor of the student 
newspaper at ULowell and he is a 
senator on the student government. 
He also hosts a weekly radio pro- 
gram for WLLH. 

Mr. Manning said in general he 
opposes anyone holding any office 
for more than eight years. In No- 
vember, Rep. Tucker will have com- 
pleted her fourth term, the end of 
eight years. Mr. Manning has 
worked on the “Eight is Enough” 
campaign to limit terms for poli- 
ticians. 


Free cash 
isn’t free

“The biggest misconception of 
free cash is that there is an account 
called free cash, and that the town 
has a reserve fund there,”’ Ms. Mar- 
den said. 

Free cash is “‘that part of surplus 
revenues, which the state certifies 
as being available to the town to 
use,”’ according to Ms. Marden. 

Those surplus revenues come 
from both over estimating expenses 
and/or from under estimating reve- 
nues. But Ms. Marden said the town 
does not intentionally over estimate 
to create surplus. 

“That’s really not what we’re 
doing at all. We’re trying to hit it 
exactly,’’ Ms. Marden said. 

But being conservative and having 
a surplus is a better position to be in 
than having a deficit at year end, 
she said. And the town can usually 
count on having some surplus at 
year end. 

A “best guess”’ is then made of the 
surplus amount and a portion of that 
is budgeted as well, according to Ms. 
Marden. 

It is standard for a town to main- 
tain a free cash level of 3 to 5 per- 


cent of the total budget. The amount 
of free cash a town maintains is one 
of the factors used in establishing a 
town’s bond rating. A high percent- 
age of free cash indicates a healthy 
town. 


Free cash is used to create a posi- 
tive cash flow. It is the money the 
town uses to do business, according 
to Ms. Marden. 


“You have to have a certain 
amount of cash to carry you from 
day to day,’’ the chairwoman said. 
“You can’t operate your business, 
your town or your own checkbook 
with a zero balance.”’ 


If the surplus gets too low, that is, 
if you spend all the free cash, then 
you have to borrow to pay the bills. 

‘And when you borrow, you create 
interest,’ Ms. Marden said. 

For the first time in several years, 
Andover found itself last fall in the 
position where it had to borrow to 
pay its bills and do business on a 
day-to-day basis. But things weren’t 
always so tight. 


History of plenty 

In the early 1980s, Andover’s free 
cash had risen to more than $3 mil- 
lion, more than 10 percent of the 
budget at the time, according to Ms. 
Marden. 

“Around the time (Proposition) 
2% came in, Andover had over $3 
million of free cash certified by the 
state,’’ she said. ‘“‘We got to the point 
where revenues were consistantly 
coming in higher than estimated.” 


Members of the Finance Commit- 
tee, Board of Selectmen and the 
town manager at the time analyzed 
the cash flow and decided that, al- 
though it was comfortable to have 
this huge surplus, it wasn’t right to 
be sitting on so much of the taxpay- 
ers’ money. Officials decided to 
spend the surplus down to $2 million

Snow storms 
melt budget

The Finance Committee last week, 
on the eve of yet another snowstorm, 
voted unanimously to continue pay- 
ing for snow removal even though 
the snow budget had been depleted. 


“The town is already in a deficit 
situation,’ FinCom Chairwoman 
Joanne Marden said of the snow 
budget. 


But the chairwoman said there 
was not much choice but to continue 
spending. 

“There was no sense in not ap- 
proving that authorization,” she 
said.

Thursday night another snows- 
torm buried the town and Public 
Works Director Robert McQuade 
had to send the plows out again. 


“We're 70,000 bucks over our bud- 
get,’ Mr. McQuade said yesterday, 
rounding off the deficit figure. 


The $73,000 figure Mr. McQuade 
had was as of Feb. 9. He said the 
deficit is actually higher than that 
now. 


‘‘We don’t have last week’s storm 
in there yet,’’ Mr. McQuade said. 


Approximately $674,000 was bud- 
geted for snow removal for this win- 
ter. That included $80,000 for sand, 
$90,000 for salt, $420,000 for hired 
equipment and $84,000 for employee 
overtime. 


‘“‘We’ve got February, March and 
part of April to go,” Mr. McQuade 
said. 


The money to reimburse the fiscal 
1990 budget for the snow removal 
deficit will need to be appropriated 
in the fiscal 1991 budget, according 
to the director. 


“That money will have to come 
out of the fiscal ’91 budget before 
anything else comes out of it,’’ Mr. 
McQuade said.

T frequently enjoy the 
dense avenues of stately white pines, so 
dense that little undergrowth can survive, 
and the prolific stands of laurel and rho- 
dodendrons growing along the path lead- 
ing to Bessie’s cabin site, bushes she 
planted many years ago. When in bloom 
in late spring, these paths are alive with 
blossoms. Foster’s Pond, at Journey’s 
End, is my destination. To look out on the 
many island marshes where a blue heron 
has lived for years or to watch ice fisher- 
men patiently waiting for their flags to 
flutter is always a special treat. 


Having known Bessie Goldsmith, the 
donor of these acres, is perhaps another 
reason I identify with this reservation. In 
many respects she was the feisty Alice 
Buck of her day. Both these ladies were 
untiringly devoted to conservation and 
were responsible for granting the public 
use of beautiful woodlands. Alice Buck 
was doggedly instrumental in the acquisi- 
tion of Indian Ridge in 1897 and Bessie’s 
gift in 1974 of her woodlands was equally 
important to conservation. Her brother, 
Clarence, who lived in the house at the 
entrance to the reservation, had signed 
his share of the land to his sister before he 
died. Then, in 1947, after Bessie’s death 
and in accordance with her will, the land 
went to the Fund for the Preservation of 
Wildlife and Natural Areas. AVIS became

the caretakers in 1977 with funds given 
for maintenance out of Bessie’s trust. 

Stories about Bessie’s somewhat eccen- 
tric behavior in her devotion to protecting 
her woodlands are legendary. Everyone 
who knew her has some tale of her behav- 
ior, some stories perhaps apocrophal but 
mostly based on real happenings. 

When her cabin was still standing on 
the knoll overlooking Foster’s Pond, she 
invited me and my family to a light sup- 
per. I was highly flattered as Bessie did 
not cherish intrusion or company, until I 
realized that I was to bring the food and 
Bessie was inviting herself to ride with 
my husband in his red MG while I fol- 
lowed with the children in my battered 
Chevy. A further stipulation was that the 
young children were to be quiet and keep 
their hands in their pockets. Needless to 
say, the evening proved to be great fun. 
The children, totally awed by this eccen- 
tric lady in knickers, enjoyed the Tho- 
reau-like cabin, the songs of evening 
birds, each song identified by Bessie, and 
the small dock where she kept her rustic 
rowboat. 

It was just as well the children be- 
haved, as Bessie had a fierce temper and

still see a large cellar hole reputed to be 
a. hop pit on the hill overlooking the 
pond. 

Goldsmith, with its hills and irregularly 
shaped pond, is a favorite cross-country 
ski spot in Andover. The Appalachian 
Mountain Club leads Sunday groups each 
winter around these choice woodlands. 
Yellow lady slippers are showy in late 
spring, and botonists from Boston have 
come to examine rare plants along the 
carriage path. 

These 144 acres are constantly tended 
by Warden Alan and Judy Griffen and as- 
sociate Paul Guerard. These wardens 
have a special problem keeping dirt bikes 
from entering the property off Route 125, 
destroying parts of the chain fence and 
chewing up the trails and hillsides. 

Public awareness of this situation 
would help. If you encounter a vehicle 
while walking along the trails, note the 
license number and notify one of the war- 
dens. Preserving these lovely woodlands 
in their pristine state is important for all 
of us who cherish these paths.

Phillips stages Handel’s ‘Esther’ this weekend 


The Phillips Academy music de- 
partment will present the American 
stage premiere of George Frederick 
Handel’s ‘Esther,’ an _ oratorio 
about the biblical story of the perse- 
cution of the Jews in Persia, on Fri- 
day and Saturday, Feb. 23 and 24, at 
7:30 p.m. in Cochran Chapel on the 
PA campus. 

There is no charge for admission. 

The action takes place in Susa, the 
winter capital of Persia, in the 
fourth century B.C. King Ahasuerus 
has divorced his first wife and mar- 
ried Esther, a member of the exiled 
Israelite community brought up by 
her kinsman Mordecai. The king is 
indebted to Mordecai for the expo- 
sure of a plot against his life. 


Textile museum opens 
hand spinning exhibit 


Haman, the king’s chief minister, 
has demanded all who attend at 
court bow down to him, but Morde- 
cai has refused, as Haman is a de- 
scendant of the Amamekites, 
ancient enemies of the Israelites. In 
revenge Haman plans to persecute 
and murder all the Israelites. 

Mordecai tells Esther that Haman 
has begun this persecution because 
of him. He begs her to plead the 
cause of her people before the king, 
even though Persian law prescribes 
death to anyone approaching the 
king without a summons. Esther is 
successful, and the Israelites cele- 
brate a new-found recognition, 
looking forward to their return to Je- 
rusalem and the rebuilding of the 


temple there. The Jewish holiday 
Purim, celebrated this year on 
March 10 and 11, commemorates 
this story. 

“Eisther”’ is the first English ora- 
torio and first oratorio by Handel to 
include a substantial amount of mu- 
sic for chorus. In its original form, 
“Fisther”’ belongs to the period of 
Handel’s life when he was a member 
of the household of James Brydges, 
Earl of Carnorvan and later Duke of 
Chandos. In that time Handel pro- 
duced the 11 ‘Chandos’ anthems, 
“Te Deum,’ “Acis and Galatea’ 
and “Esther.” 

According to musicologist Antho- 
iy Hicks, Jean Racine’s biblical 
play ‘“‘Esther,” written for the young 


*“‘Hand Spinning in the Indus- 
trial Age: Patented Progress” 
will open Sunday, March 4, at 
the Museum of American Tex- 
tile History in North Andover. 
The exhibit will focus on paten- 
ted spinning wheels from the 
United States in the mid-19th 
century and explore the per- 
sistence of hand spinning on 
the moving frontier, from up- 
state New York in the 1820s to 
Missouri, Maine and Wiscon- 
sin by mid-century. 

This is the first time in two 
decades that a major part of 
the museum’s collection of 
hand tools and implements 
will be placed on public view. 
The 35 artifacts will include 
patented spinning equipment 
designed to improve wool spin- 
ning in 19th-century homes as 
well as earlier wool wheels for 
comparison. The exhibit will 
feature accelerating heads, 
patented wheels, spinning jen- 
nies, patent materials, adver- 
tisements and _ production 
records. 

“Hand Spinning in the Indus- 
trial Age’ will be on display un- 
til Aug. 3. 

“Patented wheels were in- 
troduced after the advent of in- 
dustrial production, indicating 
the persistence of hand spin- 
ning in the industrial period,”’ 
says Dr. Laurence Gross, cu- 
rator of tools and machinery. 
‘However, their inventors and 
manufacturers served mar- 
kets distant from industrial 
centers. In these areas, house- 
hold production remained the 
rule and was part of the local 
community’s economy.” 

The new wheels enabled the 
spinner to work while seated, 
easing rather than speéding 


production. They represented 
the desire to achieve progress 
through technological change 
even outside the factory sys- 
tem, curators said. 

Spinning jennies offered in- 
creased production and were 
designed to be part of home 
production that was part of the 
new market economy. Their 
production moved through 
commercial, not community, 
networks. Spinners sold the 
yarn that others used to make 
socks, for example, which 
were then sold in the cities. 


**All these devices reflect the 
application of technology to 
the age-old desire for yarn and 
cloth,”’ says Dr. Gross. ‘They 
represent traditional produc- 
tion in the new industrial age, 
as well as the application of 
the ways of technology to that 
production and, finally, the 
blending of old and new in the 
jennies.”’ 


Several special programs 
have been planned in conjunc- 
tion with the exhibit. Dr. Paul 
Hudon, author and authority 
on preindustrial tools and pro- 
duction, will give a gallery 
tour and lecture Sunday, 
March 11, at 2 p.m. 


An all-day spinning and 
weaving workshop for children 
ages 8 to 13 on Wednesday, 
April 18, will give them a 
chance to try several forms of 
spinning and weaving and to 
make small crafts projects. 
Christopher Monkhouse of the 
Rhode Island School of Design 
Museum of Art, will discuss 
“The Spinning Wheel as Arti-

STEPS TO CONSIDER 


When selecting carpeting, the first step is to 
consider the stairs. If a stairway is part of an overall 
wall-to-wall carpeting scheme, these steps will probably 
receive the most abuse from foot traffic. It makes 
sense, them, to select a carpet that will stand up to 
this kind of wear. It is also a good idea to store away 
enough extra carpeting to cover an entire step. When 
wear begins to show, this extra piece can be used to 
cover the riser of the first step. Then the entire length 
of stairway carpeting may he raised. The untouched 
risers would become new treads, while the treads can 
be preserved as risers. This way, the entire 
staircovering can double its wear life.

Living 
in Liberia 


Peace Corps 
worker writes home 


By Lisa A. Boudreau 


The Gershenberg family anxiously an- 
ticipated a letter from their daughter, Sa- 
rah, a Peace Corps worker in Liberia, 
Africa. There, a failed coup attempt led 
to government crackdowns. The commu- 
nication they’ve been waiting for arrived 
recently with the news their daughter is 
all right. 

The Jan. 2 failed coup attempt and dis- 
sident y ca along with continued 
threats from militant guerrillas led to 
dusk-to-dawn curfews in the area near 
where Ms. Gershenberg lives and works, 
said her mother, Linnea Gershenberg, di- 
rector of the Early Childhood Center at 
Shawsheen School. 

This is not the first time Ms. Gershen- 
berg has been in Africa. She and her fam- 
ily lived in two other African countries,

while her mother and father, Irving 
Gershenberg, were on teaching ex- 
changes. From 1968 to 1970 they lived in 
Uganda and from 1974 to 1976 and then 
again from 1982 to 1983 they lived in Ke- 
nya. 

In the letter, along with the most impor- 
tant news that she was safe, were numer- 
ous accounts of the recent rebel activity 
and other events. 

“The rebels were around in action one 
day past Christmas in Nimba, Sannigvel- 
lie, to the east. So many of us got stuck in 
Yakepa for two more days — not a bad 
spot to be stuck, but it’s not so nice know- 
ing you can’t leave — all roads were 
blocked,” Ms. Gershenberg wrote her 
family. 

The area where Ms. Gershenbrerg lives 
is a full day’s trip by land rover, a four- 
wheel-drive vehicle. After a delay of two 
days, Ms. Gershenberg and fellow Peace 
Corps workers were able to return to 


their villages.

leave. John has a land rover so I joined 
him in taking the back road down to Boni 
Hills. . . The trip was dirty — a small 
dirt road with loads of tall trees, tropical 


brush and sweet, pass-by villages,” she 


wrote. 

Ms. Gershenberg’s journey back to her 
village was broken up by a stop in a small 
village where workers from a local lum- 
ber company live. 

‘They were so very hospitable,’ she 
wrote of her hosts, Su

“They gave us a clean room in a mud 
dobbed house, a kerosene lantern and a 
bucket to wash up. In the morn Sarah, the 
manager’s wife, told me we had to wait to 
eat rice and soup, for our stomachs 
needed to be filled after such a long jour- 
ney!”’ 

Ms. Gershenberg said she enjoyed the 
meal her hosts offered but was curious 
what type of meat flavored the soup. 

“I found it was anteater...supposedly a 
very sweet cuddly-looking animal,” her 
letter read. 

Ms. Gershenberg said she wasn’t too 
surprised because she learned during her 
short time in that region of Liberia that 
meat is meat.

Approximately 850 jobs at 
Raytheon’s production plant 
on Lowell Street could be elim- 
inated if the pentagon goes 
ahead with plans to cancel a 
multimillion dollar contract 
for Hawk surface-to-air mis- 
siles. 

Raytheon has two facilities 
in Andover. The missile sys- 
tems division has a manufac- 
turing plant with 6,100 
employees, although not all of 
them are involved with the 
Hawk program, according to 
company spokeswoman Jonna 
Manes. A separate advanced 
device center adjacent to the 
production plant employs 300 
persons. 

Approximately 180 Andover 
residents are employed in the 
missile systems plant, accord- 
ing to Ms. Manes. Another 302 
North Andover residents work 
in the plant. 

The cuts would involve only 
those employees involved with 
the Hawk program, according 
to Ms. Manes. 

“We've seen figures of ap- 
proximately 800 to 850,’’ Ms. 
Manes said. 

It is too early to speculate on 
whether layoffs might affect 
white or blue collar workers, 
she said. 

‘We have a four-year multi- 
year contract for the Hawk 
missile system,’’ Ms. Manes 
said Friday. 

Two years of that contract 
are completed. The third year 
of the contract is being threat- 


ened. 

“The third year, for fiscal 
1990, the money has been ap- 
propriated by congress, but 
has not been released,” Ms. 
Manes said. 

The Hawk missile program 
was due to receive $55.4 mil- 
lion this year and $48.5 million 
next year. Raytheon has re- 
ceived about $13 million of the 
money due for the program 
this year, according to Ms. 
Manes. 

“We are in discussions with 
appropriate government offi- 
cials (trying to explain) why it 
is cost effective to complete 
the multi-year project,’ Ms. 
Manes said. 

“Tf the funds weren’t re- 
leased, then the company 
would have to undergo a grad- 
ual reduction in the work 
force. I think it’s important to 
realize that would occur over a 
two-year period. vA 


partment.” 


“Obviously, we’re hopeful 
that any layoffs could be 
avoided,” she said. 

She also said that the United 
States is not the only customer 
for the missiles and that some 
production would probably be 
maintained even if the penta- 
gon cuts funding. 

“Hawk is in 20 countries 
around the world,” Ms. Manes 
said. 


To the rescue 

The pentagon is trying to cut 
its budget to make up for a $1 
billion shortfall in its person- 
nel budget for fiscal 1990. 

Massachusetts members of 
the house and senate met with 
Officials at the pentagon on 
Feb. 5 after hearing that the 
pentagon was drafting a 
cancellation order for the 
Hawk program to send to con- 
gress. Ten days after a 
cancellation order reaches 
congress a program can be 
shut down, according to Linda 
Hartke, an aide to Rep. Ches- 
ter Atkins (D-Mass. ). 


Attending the meeting were 
Rep. Nicholas Mavroules, who 
heads an armed services sub- 
committee, Rep. Atkins and 
Rep. John Moakley. A rep- 
resentative for Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy also participated 
in the discussions. 

The representatives con- 
vinced pentagon officials to 
put the cancellation order on 
hold, at least temporarily. But 
the pentagon proceeded with a 
request to reprogram the mon- 
ey into other projects. That re- 
quest involves a long process 
and does not pose an immedi- 
ate threat to the Hawk pro- 
gram. 


In the meantime, the rep- 
resentatives will continue to 
work at saving jobs at Ray- 
theon, according to Ms. 
Hartke. 


“Congressman Atkins is 
doing everything in his power 
to see that the defense depart- 
ment honors its commitments 
to Raytheon, and that there 
isn’t a substantial loss of jobs 
at the Andover plant,” Ms. 
Hartke said Friday.

bargaining team. Last Wednesday 
the School Committee distributed 
letters to teachers’ mailboxes at 
school. The letters contained the 
School Committee’s final offer. 

“The teachers were furious,” said 
Mr. Jankauskas, who added that it is 
illegal for the School Committee to 
‘“‘end run’’ the teachers’ union. 

Mr. Jankauskas told the Towns- 
man that if the teachers sometimes 
didn’t know the numbers that their 
union was negotiating with the 
School Committee that was because 
by the time the large group learned 
of an offer or counter offer, the num- 
bers probably would have changed 
again. 

But, he said teachers don’t want 
the School Committee coming 
straight to them. ‘‘That’s not the 
way they want to be communicated 
with.”’ 

In addition, Mr. Jankauskas said 
teachers decided to work to rule — 
follow the letter of their contract — 
even after the School Committee 
made another offer. Teachers were 
upset that committee members 
called their offer ‘‘final’’ when tea- 
chers believed they would hold five 
negotiating sessions, he said. 

“Tt was clear to us that they were 
not prepared to go any further that 
night,”’ said Mr. Jankauskas. 


He said teachers demonstrated be- 
fore and after school ‘‘to express our 
frustration that they had shut the 
door and said, ‘That's it.’ ” 

Answering Mr. Hubbell’s charges 
that the Massachusetts Teachers As- 
sociation is controlling the Andover 
teachers’ negotiations, Mr. Jankaus- 
kas said the MTA only provides 
technical representation. He said the 
numbers the teachers offer the 
School Committee ‘‘come totally 
from our own members.” 

Mr. Jankauskas said the teachers’ 
and the School Committee’s propo- 
sals are not too far apart in actual 
dollar amounts. In a letter published 
in today’s Townsman, Sheila Eckoff, 
union president, said the two are 
$200,000 apart. 

The School Committee’s most re- 
cent proposal, which committee 
members say expired last Friday, 
broke down to 14.1 percent in base 
salary increases with added increas- 
es for 15 and 20 years of service. 

Where the two sides differ, Mr. 
Jankauskas said, is the placement of 
those dollars over a two-year con- 
tract. 

The teachers would like a 7 per- 
cent across-the-board salary in- 
crease in each of the two years, as 
well as differentials of 1 percent, 2 
percent and 3 percent increases af- 
ter 15, 20 and 25 years of service re- 


spectively, said Mr. Jankauskas. 

The teachers would agree to stag- 
ger the effective date of each year’s 
salary increase to 4 percent in Sep- 
tember and 3 percent in February, 
in order to minimize the impact on 
the school system’s cash flow, he 
said. 

Another issue the teachers say 
they want to discuss is a system 
whereby they can buy back their 
sick days at the end of their careers. 
Andover firefighters, police officers 
and school custodians all have buy- 
back polices in their contracts. 

According to Mr. Jankauskas, if 
Andover teachers settled a contract 
within the boundaries of the commit- 
tee’s offer of 11 percent divided 
equally over two years, the offer 
they say is on the table since the oth- 
er expired last week, Andover teach- 
ers would still fall behind the 
average salary teachers in 20 neigh- 
boring communities. He named 
towns such as Lexington, Chelms- 
ford, North Andover, Winchester, 
Concord and Tewksbury as some of 
those 20 communities. 

Mr. Jankauskas said if an And- 
over teacher with a bachelor’s de- 
gree on the highest step of the town’s 
scale were awarded a 5.5 percent 
salary increase next year, his or her 
pay would be $33,790, which is $1,289 
less than the average pay for the 


same teachers in the 20 neighboring 
communities. 

During the second year of that 
contract, another 5.5 percent in- 
crease would leave Andover teach- 
ers further behind the 20 
communities, making on average, 
$1,803 less, according to Mr. Jan- 
kauskas’ figures. 

Mr. Jankauskas argues that And- 
over teachers produce good results, 
with students scoring 90 percent and 
better in every area compared to 
high socio-economic communities in 
the state. 

At the same time, he produces fig- 
ures for the 20 area communities 
that show Andover ranks 15th in 
what it spends per pupil per year. 

According to Mr. Jankauskas, 
Andover spends $4,344 per pupil per 
year, while Lincoln-Sudbury, the 
biggest per-pupil spender on the 20- 
community list, spends $7,509 per 
pupil. Number 20 on the list is North 
Andover, which spends $3,765 per 
pupil per year. Communities that 
spend more per pupil than Andover 
include Weston, Concord-Carlisle, 
Westwood, Brookline, Wayland, 
Lexington, Bedford, Newton and 
Burlington, to name some of them. 

To graphically illustrate his point 
that teachers in Andover aren’t paid 
enough, Mr. Jankauskas says that 40

over a period of two or three years, 
which would have represented 5 per- 
cent of an estimated $40 million bud- 
get. 


The goal was to maintain that 
amount for free cash after that. 


By 1985, the free cash was down to 
$2.08 million and it was down to $2.04 
million in 1986. In 1987, with a total 
budget of $43 million, the free cash 
was down to $2.01 million, or the tar- 
geted 5 percent. But it didn’t stop 
there. 


It is important to note that it takes 
two years for the free cash gener- 
ated in one fiscal year to be certified 
and available for use in another fis- 
cal year. 


For example, the surplus 
revenues from the 1988 budget can 
be certified in 1989 and applied to the 
1990 budget.

What effect could this drop have 
on the budget? At least part of the 
reason for borrowing last fall was 
due to the drop in free cash, accord- 
ing to Ms. Marden.

Another misconception the public 
seems to have, according to Ms. 
Marden, is that Andover is not at its 
levy limit. 

“That simply isn’t true. We’re 
planning to tax every dollar avail- 
Se under that limit,’’ Ms. Marden 
said. 


Recently, in a letter to parents, 
the Andover Education Association 
stated figures that could mislead 
residents as to what money is avail- 
able to the town, according to the 
chairwoman. 


The letter contained a chart listing 
the levy limits, the maximum 
amount a town can raise through 
real estate taxes, and the amount 
actually taxed for the past five 
years. 


“The chart stops with 1989,”’ Ms. 
Marden said. ‘‘In 1989 we were $150,- 
000 below the levy limit. (The paren- 
ts) don’t see where we are at the 
levy limit for 1990. They didn’t say 
that, so you don’t see that number as 
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The letter’s supposition of existing 
surpluses is also misleading, accord- 
ing to Ms. Marden. 


The letter showed a surplus in lo- 
cal revenues. While Ms. Marden 
agreed that the figures were accu- 
rate, she said they are not all inclu- 
sive. The letter failed to consider 
other, nonlocal sources of revenue in 
the budget, which may show a defi- 
cit. 

“Just one line of revenue sur- 
pluses doesn’t mean there are sur- 
pluses in the budget overall,” Ms. 
Marden said. 


“For the past several years, every 
year, or almost every year, we have 
spent more than we have taken in. 


(According to Ms. Marden, 1989 was 
the first year in the past nine that 
did not show a deficit.) When you 
are spending more than you are tak- 
ing in, you can’t possibly be taking 
in surpluses.”’ 


“Last year, for the first time in 
many years, Andover had to borrow 
in anticipation of taxes. If you have 
to borrow money to pay your bills, 
then there are no surpluses,” Ms.

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If you have a diamond ring, here 
are ways to keep it clean and bril- 
liant. 

e Place the ring in a sudsy solu- 
tion of warm water and mild house- 
hold detergent. Brush the ring with 
an eyebrow brush, then rinse under 
warm running water. Use a lintless 
cloth to pat dry. 

e Soak your ring for about 30 
minutes in a cup half filled with 
cold water and half filled with am- 
monia. Using an eyebrow brush, 
tap around the back and front of the 
mounting. Swish the ring in the so- 
lution once again before letting it 
drain on a tissue. 


Keeping diamonds clean 


e Dip your ring in a brand-name 
liquid jewelry cleaner, but do not 
touch the diamond with your fin- 
gers. Handle jewelry by its edges. 

e Machines are available that 
can clean your ring in a solution of 
water and detergent. 


Remember, to help your ring last 
don’t wear it when doing rough 
work as diamonds can chip. Don’t 
wear it when doing cleaning or 
laundry. Bleach can discolor the 
mounting. Have your jeweler check 
and clean your ring each year. 
When you’re not wearing it, keep 
the ring in a jewel case.

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Fatty diet detrimental for 


If the bride or groom is concerned 
about fat on hips, take a good look at 
the amount of fat in your diet. Amer- 
icans consume 31 percent more fat 
than they did 80 years ago, and the 
typical American diet is now 40 per- 
cent fat. 

Fats are necessary; they are a 
major source of energy, increase the 
flavor in foods and add moisture and 
tenderness during cooking. 

But an excess of fat tends to raise 
the level of blood cholesterol, a ma- 
jor risk factor for heart disease. The 
chief culprit is saturated fat, which 
comes primarily from animals and 
is found in butter, lard, solid short- 
ening, meat fat and palm and coco- 
nut oils. However, not all fat is 
harmful. Unsaturated fat comes 
from plants and tends to lower blood 
cholesterol levels; it’s found in vege- 
table oils such as corn, olive, peanut, 
A ike cottonseed and safflower 
oils. 

“Fats are an extremely concen- 
trated source of calories, so a good 
way to lose weight and keep it off is 
to decrease the percentage of fat in 
your diet and increase the carbohy- 
drates,’’ says registered dietitian 
Audrey Blumenfeld. She recom- 
mends a diet 50 to 60 percent carbo- 
hydrates (bread, pasta, cereal, 
potatoes), 12 to 20 percent protein 
and no more than 30 percent fat (just 
10 percent from saturated fat). 

Ms. Blumenfeld advises dieters to 
pass up high-fat snacks such as pre- 
mium ice cream, nuts and chips. Go 
easy on salad dressings, butter, 
margarine, gravy and mayonnaise. 
Eat more fish and less high-fat

meats (lamb chops, ribs and steak). 

“Fats add flavor, but they have no 
texture and cannot be chewed,’’ she 
says. ‘So, if you're looking for 
greater oral satisfaction, eat hot-air 
popped popcorn and skip the butter. 
Or have a big baked potato topped 
with low-fat cottage cheese and veg- 
gies, instead of butter, sour cream 
or bacon.” 

To help make dieting easier, Ms. 
Blumenfeld has developed a diet 
plan that is 53 percent carbohy- 
drates, 22 percent protein and 25 
percent fat. A sample 1200-calorie 
menu follows.

All silk should be ‘handled with 
care,” but the good news is that the 
new washable silks can be handled 
with care at home. Washable silk is 
available in a crushed look and the 
traditional silky smooth finish. 

Check the care label for dryclean- 
ing or washing instructions. Silks not 
labeled washable should not be 
washed because the silk fiber may 
be weakened and the dye may run. 


If the care label reads ‘‘washa- 
ble,’ be sure to follow these 
guidelines before laundering the 


garment: 

° Read the label for the best water 
temperature. 

e Separate colored items from 
white. 

e Wash the items as quickly as 
possible. Don’t let them soak for 
longer than two minutes. 

e Do not ask your drycleaner to 
dryclean them. You can, however,

Every couple just starting out loves 
to receive wedding gifts, and it is their 
duty to personally acknowledge each 
gift they receive. 

It is best to write thank-you notes as 
each gift arrives to avoid last-minute 
confusion. It is essential to keep a re- 
cord of gifts and who sent them as a 
reminder of what you received. 

Make each thank-you note sincere 
and grateful. Notes may be brief, but 
must be interesting.

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Don’t forget cost of tips 


When calculating the price of a 
wedding, don’t overlook a small, but 
significant, cost — tipping. 

If tips have not been included into 
the overall cost of the wedding, you 
could find yourself scrambling for 
cash on the wedding day. 

Of course, the less extravagant the 
Mt ceremony, the fewer the 

ips. 

Following is a list from ‘Your 
Complete Wedding Planner” by 
Marjabelle Young Stewart (David 
McKay Co. Inc.) of those who are 
tipped, the amount they receive and 
who pays them: 

e The caterer, hotel or club ban- 
quet manager and the bridal consul- 
tant receive 1 to 5 percent, but only 
if special services are offered. The 
reception host adds any special ae 
ment to the bill when it is payed. 

e All servers, including waiters, 
waitresses, bartenders and table 
captains, receive 15 percent, plus 1 
to 5 percent for captains if their fee 
is not included in the total bill. The 
reception host or hostess adds gra- 
tuities to the bill when paying it. 

e Powder and coatroom atten- 
dants are tipped 50 cents per guest 
or a flat fee agreed on beforehand. 


The hosts add a flat fee to the bill 
when paying or tipping attendants 
immediately after the reception. 

¢ The florist, photographer, baker 
and musicians receive 1 to 15 per- 
cent only if special services are per- 
formed. The limousine driver is 
tipped 15 percent. 

* Civil ceremony officials, such as 
judges, justices of the peace and city 
clerks, are paid a flat fee, usually 
$10 is the minimum, but check first 
to see if the official is allowed to ac- 
cept money. The bridegroom pays 
via the best man after the ceremo- 
ny. 

° Clergy receive a donation based 
on the time they have spent and the 
size of the ceremony. The groom 
pays through his best man. 


e Ceremony assistants such as al- 
tar participants and organists are 
paid from $5 to $25. The wedding 
host pays them directly after the 
wedding service. Check with clergy 


to see if the church cost covers the , 


fee. 

e If the reception is in the church, 
ask the church secretary what custo- 
dians and kitchen help should be 
paid.

Confusing 
but close 


What to do about the teachers’ 
contract? As one reader admits in 
today’s letters column, it’s a confus- 
ing situation. 

If you talk with Joanne Marden, 
chairwoman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, you’re pretty much con- 
vinced that the town should keep its 
hands off free cash. Free cash is 
badly named, Mrs. Marden points 
out, because it is not free. It is mon- 
ey they town relies on. 

For instance, when the town’s 
snow removal budget is depleted, as 
it is now to the tune of roughly $100,- 
000, public works asks for a transfer 
of cash from free cash to pay its 
snow plowing bills. In addition, the 
town’s bond rating is directly re- 
lated to the amount of money it has 
in free cash. Free cash also earns 
money the town depends on. The Fi- 
nance Committee plans to spend 
some of the current free cash on 
next year’s expenses. 

So if Andover dips into its free 
cash to fund teachers’ raises, that’s 
money the town won’t be spending 
on some other item or budget. 

On the other hand, if you talk with 
Steve Jankauskas, spokesman for 
the teachers’ union, you learn that 
Andover is behind some area com- 
munities in paying its teachers. He 
releases other disturbing statistics, 
too. One of them is that Andover is 
number 15 on a list of 20 commu- 
nities in what the town spends per 
pupil per year. 

The School Committee is listening 
to Joanne Marden and the concerns 
of the FinCom about using free cash 
to fund the teachers’ raise. The tea- 
chers believe Andover has enough 
money in its budget to fund the 
raises they’re seeking. It seems to 
be an impossible situation. 

Well it’s not. There is just $200,000 
ak aera the teachers and the 
School Committee right now. And in 
the last few days, both sides have 
moved and compromised. Both 
sides have agreed to include a lon- 

gevity pay provision in the contract. 
They are close to a settlement. 

We believe both sides should 
avoid extreme actions such as lan- 


guage indicating a “last offer” or 


even teachers working to rule. If 
both would concentrate on the fact 
that an agreement is not far off, we 
believe one more step toward the 
other would create an agreement.

Recent efforts by the Andover 
School Committee to undercut estab- 
lished collective bargaining proce- 
dures and bypass official 
representatives of the Andover Edu- 
cation Association through direct ap- 
peals to Andover teachers was a 
complete failure.

When we talk about the $200,000 
difference (out of a $21 million 
school budget), let’s pause and con- 
sider the big picture for a moment. 
Specifically, we have compared 
Andover teacher salaries with those 
of 20 comparable “‘high tech’”’ com- 
munities in the routes 128-495 corri- 
dor (e.g. Lexington, Chelmsford, 
North Andover, Winchester, Con- 
cord, Tewksbury). 

Let’s use just one example: the 
Andover teacher at the maximum 
step of the master’s plus 30 credit 
hours salary schedule. That teacher 
currently earns $37,968. Right now 
that teacher’s salary is $395 less 
than her/his average counterpart in 
the 20 high tech communities. If we 
accept the School Committee’s cur- 
rent proposal, that difference widens 


to $1,300 over the contract’s two- 
year life. If the AEA proposal is im- 


t least this much? 


plemented, that person’s salary will 
only be $8 less than the average. 

The AEA proposal simply allows 
Andover teachers to maintain parity 
with teachers in the “‘average”’ high 
tech communities, hardly an outra- 
geous demand for a school system of 
such recognized excellence as And- | 
over. 

Can Andover afford to close this 
$200,000 difference? Better stated, 
can Andover afford not to? Fortuna- 
tely, the town of Andover is in solid 
financial condition. Annual “‘free 
cash’ surpluses and ample cash re- 
serves attest to the town’s ability to 
fund the AEA’s contract proposal. 
Clearly, the AEA proposal is not un- 
reasonable and will not unduly 
stress the town’s financial capacity, 
even in this uncertain fiscal environ- 
ment. 

There is no need for this situation 
to deteriorate any further. As the 
above figures indicate, the parties 
are very close to settlement. 

Andover teachers are united in 
their commitment to achieving a 
fair and reasonable contract set- 
tlement. We ask for your support in 
our efforts.

We did not anticipate that the 
town would attempt to live off of its past 
reputation while cutting the school budget 
to the bone.

care and attention. 

But the letters designating 
the area are appropriate.

This occurs 
about 7 a.m. daily with the 
technician informing the pa- 
tient, ‘‘You’ll feel a pinch,” as 


he or she plunges a 10-penny | 
nail into the’arm and begins' 


the extraction process. 

Tests are big and come in all 
styles, but for the most part 
they involve nothing to eat or 
drink from midnight on. 

Having starved until 8 in the 
morning, you figure you'll face 
the testing process, which 
doesn’t happen until about 10 
a.m.

pair, overcrowding, lack of basic supplies 
and low paid teachers who appear to be 
taken for granted by the School Commit- 
tee. I don’t believe that the committee’s 
position accurately reflects the opinion of 
the parents of the school children. Maybe 
not enough parents have made their posi- 
tion clear. 

I am familiar with public employees’ 
union contracts on a state and county lev- 
el. Most contracts have a built-in annual 
step or longevity increase, which ranges 
anywhere from 2 to 5 percent. Along with 
that, unions are currently receiving a 4-6 
percent cost of living increase. 

Additionally, there are benefits such as 
75-99 percent employer paid health insur- 
ance plans, sick leave buy-back and paid 
vacations. 

Not paying our teachers a fair wage 
and offering adequate longevity incen- 
tives, educational reimbursements and 
other benefits equal to that which we of- 
fer other public employees shows where 
we place teachers on the level of impor- 
tance in our society. If we believe that 
education is the key to the future of our 
children, we in Andover are limiting the 
number of doors that key will open by not 
supportuing our school system at ad- 
equate funding levels. 

On a purely economic level, there is a 
direct correlation between the reputation 
of a city or town’s school system and 
housng values. Accordingly, those home- 
owners who might believe that they do 
not have a vested interest in an amicable 
settlement of the contract issues because 
they do not have children in the Andover 
school system are greatly mistaken. 

The editorial in the Feb. 8 issue of the 
Andover Townsman was right on the 
mark. There must be room for a reasona- 
ble and mutually satisfactory compro- 
mise. We should do what we can to 
convince the parties to reach this compro- 
mise as soon as possible to prevent any 
further deterioration in their relationship.

Michelle finally got her chance to start 
late in the season against Lowell, and 
made the most of it by backboning And- 
over to a 5-2 victory. 

That set yet another precedent, Mich- 
elle becoming the first MVHL female 
goaltender to win a game. 

She subsequently received two more 
opportunities against top-quality competi- 
tion, paring the entire game against 
Large School co-champ Billerica and the 
final five minutes last Saturday in the fi- 
nale against Chelmsford. 

Billerica beat Andover, 9-2, but it was a 
competitive 4-1 contest after two periods 
before a series of penalties against the 
Warriors kept Billerica on the powerplay 
and Michelle in hot water throughout the 
last period. 

Chelmsford scored its final two goals of 
the 5-0 triumph in the closing minutes 
against Ms. DiStefano. 

Although the overall season could not 
be determined a success in terms of wins 
and losses, AHS did have a lot of younger 
players gain some invaluable varsity ex- 
perience. 

“We (assistant Scott Seero) bit the bul- 
let this year to afford our younger kids 
the opportunity to see a lot of ice time,” 
said Coach Mike Murnane.

Mary Bolduc, administrative assistant at 
St. Augustine Church, who is heavily in- 
volved in Christian services there. Mrs. 
Bolduc read a story in an area newspaper 
recently on a project in the Merrimack 
Valley. Volunteers are making quilts for 
babies who are born with AIDS. 

“Tt certainly isn’t their fault they were 
born with AIDS,” says Mrs. Bolduc, who 
made a few phone calls and found projec- 
tions are that 12,000 babies afflicted with 
acquired immune deficiency syndrome

Volunteers will take the quilts 
to area hospitals, and if there are too 
many quilts (‘‘blankies” she calls them), 
Mrs. Bolduc and her volunteers say they 
won’t mind driving them into Boston hos- 


pitals. 

Students at St. Augustine’s School are 
involved in the AIDS quilt project, too.
